IN D IA N A P O L IS (A P I — A gas explosion hurled 
flames and concrete slabs as large as pianos through 
a crowd watching an ice show finale Thursday night, 
killing 62 and injuring 385. 
It was tne second explosion disaster in the United 
States within a few hours Seven died and 25 were in­ 
jured in a mysterious explosion which shattered a drug 
store in Marietta, Ga., Thursday night. 
More than nine hours after the ll p. rn. (EST ) In ­ 
dianapolis blast, authorities from miles around Indian­ 
apolis sorted the dead and dying. 
The Red Cross, coroner’s office and Civil Defense 
agreed on the 62 dead figure after thorough checks of 
the six hospitals, three improvised morgues and num­ 
erous funeral homes where bodies were taken. 
The injured number 385, of which 176 remained hospitalised— 
many in critical condition. Many victims were charred by the 
leaping spouts of flame, or crushed under tumbling structural con­ 
crete slabs which mushroomed from the explosion. 
One of six Holiday on Ice troupes now touring was just wind­ 
ing up its show when the blast took place. Star performers were 
off stage and a chorus was performing a gay Dixieland number 
when the Indianapolis Coliseum was transformed into a scene of 
horror.

THESE ARE questions t h a t 
have not leen fully considered 
in the many picketing cases 
which have come before t h e 
courts. 
The tendency of the decisions 
have been to uphold picketing as 
a constitutional right so long as 
no violence is used. But would 
peaceful pickets be able to plead 
free speech in a suit for dam­ 
ages brought by a public offi­ 
cial who had been accused of 
dishonesty? 
Would a businessman have 
the right to collect damages 
from those who attack the in­ 
tegrity of his business opera­ 
tions? If places of business are 
recognized as serving the pub­ 
lic, can customers be alienated 
and purchases discouraged with­ 
out compensation to the injured 
business? 
Chief .Justice Warren made 
light of the picketing going on 
against him personally when he 
spoke al the bar association din­ 
ner in New York He said

James A. Rhodes and his cabi­ 
net members were back in Co­ 
lumbus today following a three- 
day tour they hope lined up sup­ 
port for the $250 million bond is­ 
sue on next Tuesday’s state bal­ 
lot. 
Whether the junket was suc­ 
cessful will not be known until 
after the voting, but the gover­ 
nor made it clear in speech after 
speech that he thinks the bond 
issue has a key role in Ohio’s 
future. 
Rhodes and his aides wound 
up the tour Thursday night in 
Van Wert, where he linked the 
bond issue to industrial develop­ 
ment. Among other things, he 
said the issue would provide j 
funds for technical 
institutes1 
which in turn could help fill the 
need for more trained work­ 
ers. 
The governor reiterated his I 
pledge of no new taxes, but he 
added that extension of the 
penny-a-pack cigarette with pas- 
sage of the bond issue would en­ 
able Ohio to spend what he call­ 
ed the largest amount on edu-i

He scoffed at claims by critics 
of the bond issue—known as 
State Issue No. I—who said it 
would 
not 
provide 
sufficient 
funds to staff proposed new ed­ 
ucational institutions and to ex­ 
pand faculties at existing ones. 
He said government economies 
that now are eliminating an $83 
million deficit which he claims 
was inherited from the previous 
administration can supply funds 
for that purpose. 
Expanding on industrial de­ 
velopment in his Van Wert talk, 
Rhodes outlined a five-step plan 
to attract new industry and said 
the steps involve attitude, taxes, 
education, highways and the De­ 
partment of Development. 
Rhodes asserted that every in­ 
dividual citizen should have the 
proper attitude regarding indus­ 
trial growth. “Industrial growth, 
is everybody’s responsibility, ob­ 
ligation, and duty,” he said. 
He reported that the new De­ 
partment of Development has 
186 prospective clients who are 
interested in locating in Ohio. 
He urged local development or­ 
ganizations to come to the de­ 
partment for help. 
Earlier Thursday in Cleveland, 
the governor blamed in part the 
administration of former Demo­ 
cratic Gov. Michael V. DiSalle 
for Ohio’s loss of industry. 
“Industry has left Ohio and 
there is no sense saying we have 
great economic growth in Ohio,” 
he told the Cleveland Chamber 
of Commerce.

An informed U.S. source said 
talks are being held with Japa­ 
nese defen.se officials on ways 
to reduce American military 
costs and also to streamline 
units to fit Wa.shington’s plans 
for a strategy bas<^ on mobile 
strike forces. 
However, the i.ssue has be­ 
come entangled in Japan’s im­ 
pending general election, and 
the .source said no quick deci­ 
sion is expected on whether the 
number of U.S. .servicemen in 
Japan—now about 46.000 will 
be reduced drastically. 
Prime Minster Hayato Ike- 
da’s Liberal-Democratic party, 
hoping to head off Socialist 
campaign .sources of subservi­ 
ence to the United .States, is 
quietly spreading word that a 
reduction is being negotiated. 
A l.T.S, Embassy spokesman 
would say only that comment 
on possible reductions would be 
“ premature at this time."

South Korea. 
The U.S. Air Force has about 
26.000 men In Japan for this 
mission. 
About 6,.i0fl Marines are .sta­ 
tioned in .lapan Their mission is 
to support the .Ird Marine Divi­ 
sion stationed on Okinawa. 
Withdrawal of .some tactical 
air units to Okinawa, .100 miles 
south of .Japan, is deemed likely 
by .some military experts. 
The Navy has 7,800 men in 
Japan Army Strength is about 
5.000 men. most of whom sup­ 
port the Korea-based 8fh Army. 
In addition to the effect on 
the U.S. balance of payments, 
many top American military 
men no longer consider .Japan a 
stable base for U.S operations 
Even though .Japan's ritTense 
primarily is in U S hands, pub­ 
lic opinion generally opposes 
the presence of American forc­ 
es.

Rhodes, Bond

James A. Rhodes’ 
administration and the bond is­ 
sue (State Issue No. I) to be 
voted upon next Tuesday. 
He accused the administration 
of “ robbing Peter to pay Paul.” 
“ Almost every day,” Coleman 
said, “ a portion of the report of 
the governor’s 
Little Hoover 
Commission has been published 
recommending changes which 
purport to save the state $50 mil­ 
lion per year on that part of the 
report issue to date alone. 
“ If the governor intends to act 
on these recommendations, and 
we must assume that he will 
since he himself appointed the 
commission 
for 
this purpose, 
what does he plan to do with the 
millions of dollars which will be 
saved?” 
He said the governor “ has re­ 
peatedly stressed the paramount 
importance of the programs cov­ 
ered by the $250 million bond is­ 
sue. namely, education, conser­ 
vation and research.” 
“ These funds are intended to 
be spread over a 10-year period 
Coleman said. “ By utilizing the 
savings made on the changes 
suggested by the Hoover report, 
the same job can be done in five 
years without deficit financing. ) 
“ What better way to spend 
these savings than to invest 
them in these programs which 
are so vital to Ohio's future?” 
Concluding his .statement, he 
said, “ I believed it makes a lot 
more sense than to borrow the 
money at the excessive rate of 
$125 million in interest on a $250 
million loan.” 
The proposal on the bond is­ 
sue calls for it to be retired bv 
the penny-a-pack cigarette tax 
already in effect.

ANSWER: It is said that the first newspaper — or publi­ 
cation regularly giving news - was the Chinese court jour­ 
nal. Tsing Pao ” , which began in the 500s and ran until 
193.5 
Before this, the Chinese had started printing from 
carved blocks, and this is how the Tsing Tao was printed 
at first Movable type (2>, with single carved type letters 
which could be put together into words, was introduced by 
Gutenberg and greatly stimulated printing. In the 1600s, 
regularly issued papers appeared in Germany and in Eng­ 
land. where the first full sized newspaper was the “ Oxford 
Gazette” . 
The first American newspaper. ‘ Publiek Oecurances Both 
Forreign and Domestick” . began publication in 1690. but 
was suppressed bv the English authorities. However, by the 
time of the Revolution, there were at least 35 newspapers 
publishing and their importance was recognized by such lead­ 
ers as Washington and Jefferson Newspapers, both large and 
small, appear in every part of America and are recognized 
today as one of the most important features of our American 
wav of life.
